2. This country could use its veto 


power to block any a Item pi by the 
UNO security council to gain such 
information. 
3. If the council voted — with 


U. S. concurrence — to promote 
exchange of such information, the 


. final decision on the 
extent 
of 
^American participation would be 
mads by Congress. 


Senator Vandenbcrg (R-Mich), a 
member of the American delega- 
tion in London, has disclosed thai 
lie believes the atomic commission 
proposal should be 
rewritten 
to 


safeguard more specifically Amer- 
ica's knowledge of how to produce 
tho atom bomb. 
Byrnes probably will fight any 


attempt to change (he wording of

The report was made last niylit

of 
Lcimcshic 
Research 
Center for Anthropology and Hu- 
man 
Biology 
at 
Londonderry, 


northern Ireland. Armaloc declined 
to disclose the source of his infor- 
mntion aside 
from 
saying 
that 
members of the center's staff were 
affiliated with Russian 
scientific 
socieilies. 


Usually 
well informed 
British 
sources said they had not seen Dr. 
Arrniilloc's statement, made in an 
interview, but when informed 
of 


its contents said they doubted it 
very much. 


If the Russians have developed 
an atom bomb, they 
said, 
they 


thought "only « small 
circle of 
people inside Russia would know 
about it." They added they did not 
understand how Armatloc would 
know. 


In addition, they said, they were 


unable to understand how Dr. Ar- 
mattoc would have enough knowl- 
edge of the western powers' atom 
bomb to know whether the 
pur- 


ported Russian weapon renders it 
obsolete. 


They said they were sure he did 
not know — at least "we certain- 
ly hope he doesn't know" — that 
much about Anglo-American mili- 
tary secrets. 


In Londonderry last night, 
Dr. 


Armattoe said "the Russian atom 
bomb" already had 
been tested 


and was found to have a horizont- 
al pulverization range of 53 miles 
and a vertical lift of (i.2 miles. 
"The temperature generated was 


in the neighborhood -of several mil- 
lion degrees centigrade," Dr. Ar- 
maltoe asserted, adding that the 
purported bomb could be manu- 
factured on a "mass production 
scale." 


(In Washington, 
atomic 
bomb 
experts recalled that considerable 
testimony was 
presented 
before 


the senate atomic energy commit- 
tee that it would be several years 
before any other 
nation 
could 


produce an atom bomb, even with 
the knowledge possessed in 
this 


country, but they declined any di- 
rect comment on the Londonderry 
report.) 


"The destructive character of the

upon a determined si/.c of urani-

"The Russian bomb, however, de- 
velops ils force by <i spin or angu- 
lar motion, making it more applic- 
able for engineering work."

widespread animosity among

listed men and junior officers in 
the American forces overseas. 
"Fat-calling" is a term applied 


in the lower ranks to higher lead- 
ers who try lo guide Ihcir personal 
military careers back inlo Ihc easy 
pro-war clays of Colonel Blimp by 
padding Ihcrrusclves with 
special 


privileges and comforts. 
This practice is doubtless com- 
mon enough in peacetime, when 
social grace is sometimes 
more 


important than courage and char- 
aclcr in winning promolion. At any 
rale, il is pretty well accepted in 
professional army circles, oven by 
enlisted men. After all, in peace- 
time even sergeants are provided 
with good 
government 
quarters 


and have a pretty nice deal. 


In wartime, however, sergeants 
sleep wilh privates in foxholes or 
tents, and many a junior officer 
finds his billet a I the front is a 
cold hole in the ground. 


Waiting now to return to civilian 


life, many of these junior officers 
and enlisted men resent the speed 
with which high-ranking 
officers 


have surrounded themselves with 
expensive

demobilization to "the critical need 
for troops overseas."

statement he was convinced 
that 


both the army and the navy are 
demobilizing "with 
commendable 


efficiency and with justice to all 
concerned." 
Taking cognizance of complaints 


in congress about delays in, 
the 


return of troops and of demonstra- 
tions among members of the armed 
forces themselves, the president as- 
serted: 
"The armed forces have been re- 


duced as fast 
as 
possible. 
For 
many reasons il is impossible for 
every member of the armed forces 
lo be discharged promptly." 
He mentioned both - the 
"enor- 


mous size" of the lask 
involved 
and tho fad 
that 
the 
United 
States "must assume its full share 
of responsibility for keeping the 
peace and destroying the war-mak- 
ing potential of the hostile nations 
that were 
bent on keeping the 
world in a slate of warfare." 
The slowdown in the army's rate 


o£ demobilization, he declared, 
is 


not an arbitrary action but 
"an 


inescapable need of the nation in 
carrying out its obligation in this 
difficult and critical postwar peri- 
od." 


Asserting 'the 
future 
of 
our 


country now is as much at stake 
as it was in the days of the war," 
the president declared: "we must 


®-deyotc all necessary strength to 
building a firm foundation for the 
future peace of the world." 


To satisfy

zaion is preceding with all pos- 
sible speed, the president said he 
had made a new review of army 
and navy procedures. 
"The army has 
now released 
well over half the 8,300,000 in serv- 
ice when the 
European fighting 
stopped," o r. 
Truman's

four and three quarter million men 
and women have passed through 
the separation centers."

500,000, the

Amended GI 
Bill Liberalizes 
Education 


Capt. Clyde M. Livingston, Offi- 


cer in Charge of the Texarkana 
US Army Recruiting Station, to- 
day pointed out a greatly broad- 
ened educational program now of- 
'ered to men who enlist in the 
ilegular Army under the amended 
GI Bill of Righls. ' 


"A man who serves in Ihe army 


for a period of Ihree monlhs is 
enlilled lo one year of college edu- 
calion al any school in Ihe coun- 
,ry and, in addilion, receives a 
month of free schooling for each 
month served in Ihe army up lo 48 
months," 
he 
explained. "This 


means thai a man enlisling for 
eighleen months would receive 2 
and 1/3 school years of education 
free; a two year enlislmenl would 
give him four years or a com- 
plcle college educalion; and 
a 


three year enlistmenl would en- 
lille him 
lo 5 and 
1/3 school 
years of a Masler degree and part 
of a Doctors degree," he asserted 


"The 
amended bill lifts 
the 


age restriction of 25 so lhal every 
soldier is eligibli 
for Ihe cduca- 


lional privileges, regardless of the 
age he entered the army," Capt 
Livingston continued. 


"Another 
important 
amend 
ment," he staled, "is the increase 
in the subsistence allowance from 
$50.00 to $65.00 for single men and 
from $75.00 to $90.00 for married 
men. A veteran may also receive 
more than $500.00 a year for a 
short intensive course, providing 
he has had enough war 
exper 


ience," he declared. 


"Veterans now do not have lo

Amended GI 
Bill Liberalizes 
Education 


Capt. Clyde M. Livingston, Offi- 


cer in Charge of the Texarkana 
US Army Recruiting Station, to- 
day pointed out a greatly broad- 
ened educational program now of- 
'ered to men who enlist in the 
ilegular Army under the amended 
GI Bill of Righls. ' 


"A man who serves in Ihe army 


for a period of Ihree monlhs is 
enlilled lo one year of college edu- 
calion al any school in Ihe coun- 
,ry and, in addilion, receives a 
month of free schooling for each 
month served in Ihe army up lo 48 
months," 
he 
explained. "This 


means thai a man enlisling for 
eighleen months would receive 2 
and 1/3 school years of education 
free; a two year enlislmenl would 
give him four years or a com- 
plcle college educalion; and 
a 


three year enlistmenl would en- 
lille him 
lo 5 and 
1/3 school 
years of a Masler degree and part 
of a Doctors degree," he asserted 


"The 
amended bill lifts 
the 


age restriction of 25 so lhal every 
soldier is eligibli 
for Ihe cduca- 


lional privileges, regardless of the 
age he entered the army," Capt 
Livingston continued. 


"Another 
important 
amend 
ment," he staled, "is the increase 
in the subsistence allowance from 
$50.00 to $65.00 for single men and 
from $75.00 to $90.00 for married 
men. A veteran may also receive 
more than $500.00 a year for a 
short intensive course, providing 
he has had enough war

full 1R45 income tax

000 people They knew early last 
year it would be deducted 


So they didn't have to file an 


estimate or make any 
quarterly 


payments The full tax was deduct- 
ed from wages or salaries up to 
$5,000 


But last March 15 about 10,000,- 


000 people did have to file an esti- 
mate Those who had to do this 
were 


1. Persons whose 
1945 wage 


were more than 35,000, plus $500 
for each exemption besides a tax- 
§ayer's own exemption. Example: 


tnith, with wife and child, 
had 


two exemptions besides his own. If 
his wages exceeded 86,000 (S5.000, 
plus S500, plus $500) he had to file 
a 1945 declaration of estimated in- 
come and the tax on it. 


Then in quarterly installments he 


h^d tn rnv th" difference between 
the amount of tax withheld from 
liis wages and the full tax due on 
his income. 
w 


2. Persons who had more thari 


§100 income in 1945. in addition to 
vie wages rrom which tax regular- 
ly was withheld. Example: Smith's 
wages were $t,uOu. t'uil tax was 
withheld from that. But he figured 
to get. S200 from renting a room. 
He'd, have to make quarterly pay- 
ments on the tax on S200. 


3. Persons — like 
merchants, 
landlords, doctors, lawyers —who 
received income from which taxes 
were not withheld. They had to 
make an estimate on their income 
ana tne tax ciue on it ,ar.d then pav 
the tax in quarterly installments. 


4. Farmers. Under the law farm- 


ers didn't have to file an estimate 
in 1945 on 1945 income but were 
allo"-"d until Jan. 15, 1946, to do 
so. They must pay the full tax by 
'JH"')H| V lo. 


If you're making your final quar- 


terly payments — and don't have 
to make changes in your estimate 
— just pay the fourth and final 
bill sent you by the internal reve- 
nue collector. 


If you find you under-estimated 
your tax by less than 20 per cent 
you can go ahead and pay 
your 
bill. Then, on March 15 whon all 
50,000,000 taxpayers of 1945 must 
file a final return — you can file 
your final return, make the cor- 
rection, and pay what you owe. 
- Suppose you underestimated 
by 
more than 20 per 
c'ent. Since 
there's a penalty for this, you must 
correct the mistake by January 15 
and pay in full by that date the 
tax owed on 1945 income. 


You can do this on form 1040-es. 
That's what it's for. If you want 
to save yourself extra trouble, use 
form 1040.
